PRAYERS AGAINST BULLETS 


The Chinese Regulars, on the Contrary, 
Were Well Armed and Drilled 
and Showed Bravery. 


NEW YORK, July 8.—Capt. Bowman H. 
McCalla, commanding the cruiser Newark, 
which has just returned from the far Fast, 
in speaking of th@*fighting which Admiral 
Seymour's coiumn encountered last sum- 
mer in trying to relieve the besieged lega- 
tion at Pekin eaid: 

“At first we had only the Boxers to con- 
tend with. Later we had the Chinese rcgu- 
lars. They were splendidly armed—all that 
a good soldier could wish for. They had 
the best of Mausers, the finest of Mann- 
lichers and good Krupp guns. Nobody 
could ask for better than that. 

“It was almost pathetic to see how 
the Boxers fought. Their religious enthus- 
lasm and faith in certain things were ex- 
traordinary. They believed that by waving 
their banners and spears in a certain way 
and making peculiar motions with their 
hands the bullets from our guns could 
not harm thei. 

“Nothing could shake their faith in this 
kind of defense. They would not run 
away. saw a parcel of 25 of them stand 
up and be shot down to the last man, All 
through the fire they kep: bowing and mak- 
ing their strange motions. Even when the 
last of the 2 had been shot to his knees Ne 
kept salaaming to the last. I could not 
understand it. 

“It was different with the Chinese regu- 
lars. They knew what the bullets could 
do. They are not very good marksmen. 
Thev would begin to shoot when.they were 
& great distance away, Dut there were so 
many of them that it kept one rather busy 
trying to dodge the bullets.

LOSE THEIR NATIONALITY. 


Americans Who Fought With the 
Boers Must Stay in Prison. 
WASHINGTON, July 8&—Americans who 
fight in the Boer armies and who have been 
made prisoners by the British will have to 
endure their captivity until the close of the 
South African war. Great Britain has de- 


clined to comply with the request of this 
government to rel e an American now 
vonfined in the island of Ceylon, and this 
refusal will probably prove a ber to further 
representations by the state department in 
behalf of Americans captured as belliger- 
ents in South Africa. 

The test case was that of a naturalized 
American named Morgan, who claims resi- 
dence in Virginia. Lord Milner, the Brit- 
igh high commissioner in South Africa, 
disapproves of the release of foreigners who 
fought with the Boers. He has announced 
that a person who serves as a belligerent 
with the Boer forces loses his nationality 
and must be treated with as an enemy. 
This view is concurred In by the legai of- 
ficers of the state department. 

The department ts satisfied, from investi- 
gation made by American consuls and the 
British authorities, that all reports that 
the British are ill-treating their prisoners 
are without foundation. The only hardship 
that Americans captured in South Africa 
will have to undergo will be that of con- 
finement until hostilities cease.

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A STREET CAR RULE. 


In New York a passenger has some rights which motor- 
“men. conductors and street railway companies must respect. 

The plaintiff in the case of Hart vs. Metropolitan Street 
Naillway Company boarded the front platform of a car while 
in motion. The motorman was vexed at this and promptly 
threw the offender off the car and into the mud. 
* The Appellate Court said: “Being upon the car as a pas- 
sheuger, he was entitled to protection from assault by the de- 
fendant’s employe in charge of the vehicle, whatever the 
motive of the assault, and if he was not entitled to remain 
on the car, through some infraction of the reasonable rules 
of the company, he was subject to remova) by the use of no 
more than reasonable force if he refused to leave voluntari- 
ly.” The court added pithily that even if the company did 
have rules forbidding entrance by the front platform “no 
rule of law required the plaintiff to take his instructions of 
the defendant's rules at the risk of his life.”

In severa] cases re- 
cently, motorméen and conductors have thought, when pas- 
fengers were stupid, or refracto@, or inclined to stand on 
their rights, that they must be beaten into an understanding 
of the company’s rules, This is extreme.

OWEVER disastrous these measures 
LJ might prove to private interests, 
they were, under the circumstances, 
perfectly justifiable. 

“All Russian subjects are forbidden to 
leave the province; if Ivan Ogareff was

“All foreigners of Asiatic origin are or- 
dered to leave the province in_ four-and- 
twenty hours; this would send off in a 
body all the traders from Central Asia, as 
well as the band of Bohemians, gypsies.

It is easy to understand the effect pro- 
duced by these two thunder-claps bursting 
over a town like Nijni-Novgorod, so dense- 
ly crowded with visitors, and of which the 
commerce so greatly surpassed that of all 
other places in Russia. he natives, there- 
fore, whom business called beyond the Si- 
berian frontier, could not leave the prov- 
ince, for a time at least. The tenor of the 
first article of the order was express; it 
admitted of no exception. All private in- 
terests must yield to the public weal. As 
to the second article of the proclamation, 
the order of expulsion which it contained 
admitted of no evasion gither. It only con- 
cerned foreigners .of siatic origin, but 
these could do nothing but pack up their 
merchandise and go back the way they 
came. As to the mountebanks, of whom 
there were a considerable number, and who 
had nearly a thousand versts to go before 
they could reach the nearest frontier, for 
them it was simply misery. 

At first there rose against this unusual 
measure a murmur of protestation, a cry 
of despair, but this was quickly suppressed 
by the presence of the Cossacks and agents 
of police. 

Immediately, what might be called the 
exodus from the immense plain began. The 
awnings in front of t stalls were folded 
up; the theaters were taken to pieces; the 
song and the dance ceased; the shows were 
silent; the fires were put out; the acrobats 
ropes were lowered; the old broken-wind 
horses of the traveling vans came back 
from their sheds.

The Secretary Proposes to Include the 
Militia in a Vast Scheme for In- 
struction in Field Maneuvers. 


WASHINGTON, July 8 —The tour of in- 
Spection which Secretary Root expects to 
make early next week for examination of 
the military posts at Forts Leavenworth, 
Riley and Jefferson Barracks is in furtner- 
ance of one of his most notable plans for 
the betterment of the American army sys 
tem. Forts Leavenworth and Riley are 
within a few miles of the junction of 20

railways, including all the great lines of 
communication of the continent. and it is 
_intended that they shall hereafter be im- 
proved and constitute the chief rendezvous 
of the troops, while at Jefferson Barracks, 
hear St, Louis, there will be established the 
principal military supply depot of the Unit- 
ed States. 

At Forts Riley and Leavenworth. respec- 
tively, are the United States eavalry and in 
fantry schools for the army, and it is now 
proposed to materially extend their scope 
by assigning to them a greater number 
of officers for instruction and a much larg- 
er force of men for practica} campaigning. 

Th® are to be made practical post-grad- 
uate colleges for West Pointers and their 
prize graduates will be promoted. to a 
course at the army war college, to be es- 
tablished at Governor’s Island. Nearly $1,- 
yu0,000 will be spent for new quarters and 
improvements at these posts in the current 
fiscal year, and in another year from now 
it is the intention to make a start in car- 
rying out co-operative maneuvers of large 
bodies of troops, composed of regulars and 
national guardsmen. 

By next winter it. will be feasible, it is 
hoped, to quarter at least a regiment at 
each of these posts, and a few months lat- 
er a brigade or perhaps a division can be 
mobilized for several months’ drill and evo- 
lutions under campaigning conditions. By 
another year militia may be called from 
various states and extended tield evolutions 
by an army corps may contribute to the 
higher education of general officers, sub- 
ordinates and enlisted men. 

Secretary Root heartily supports the 
plans and by a personal inspection of the 
schools and posts he expects to be in posi- 
tion to invoke the support of Congress to- 
ward securing the necessary funds.

Indian Reservation. 
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TO BE OPENED AUGUST 6 


SETTLERS MUST DRAW FOR 


CHOICE OF LOCATION. 


Two New Land Districts and a Forest 


Reserve Are Established ty the 
Presidential Decree. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—According to the 
proclamation of the President, Aug. 6 Is 
set for opening the Kiowa, Comanche and 
Apache and Wichita and Caddo Indian res- 
ervations in Oklahoma to settlement. 

There are four of the proclamations. 

One of them formally opens the country 
to settlement, naming the conditions under 
which prospective homesteaders can make 
entry and secure homesteads. 

Another proclamation was issued by Bin- 
ger Hermann, commissioner of the general 
land office. It establishes two land districts 
in the reservations, and names them the 
Lawton and EI! Reno districts. It also 
changes the existing boundaries of the 


Kinefisher and Oklahoma City land dis- 
fricts to accord with the newly established 
districts. " 

The third proclamation, dated June 2A, 
establishes three new counties in the reser- 
vations which are to be opened, gives the 
locations of the county seats and namcs 
them. It also sets forth changes in the 
existing boundaries of counties In Oklaho- 
ma to conform to the new counties. It is 
signed by E. A. Hitchcock, secretary of 
the interior. 

A fourth proclamation by President Mec- 
Kinley. which was signed on.the 4th of 
July. establishes the ‘““‘Wichita forest res- 
ervation’ in the new country. 

The new plan of opening embraces three 
distinct features: (1) A registration to de- 
termine the qualifications of those who de- 
sire to make entry of thege lands. (2) A 
drawing to determine the order in which 
the registered applicants will be permitted 
to present their applications, and to make 
homestead entry at the local land offices. 
(3) According to each registered applicant 
of the privilege of going upon the reserva- 
tion for the purpose of acquainting himself 
with the character and locality of the lands 
therein. so that at the time of maki! 
entry at the local land office he may ac 
understandingly in selecting the land for 
which he will make entry. 

The three features of the opening occur 
in regular order. The registration will 
commence at 9 a. m., Wednesday, July 1, 
and continue until 6 p. m., Friday, July 
oa 


26. 

The drawings will commence at 9 2. Mm., 
Monday, July 29, and continue until Mon- 
day, August 5. 

The actual making of homestead entries 
at the local land office will begin at 9 a. 
m., August 6, and continue from day to 
day thereafter for @ days, 
Registration may be made at each land 
office, El Reno and Lawton, for either dis- 
trict. The drawings for both districts wil! 
occur at E!] Reno. The presentation and 
allowance of homestead entries from the 
El Reno district wil be at El Reno, and 
for the Lawton district at Lawton. 

The feature of the opening which has at- 
tracted most attention and discussion is 
that providing for a system of Sra wings 
to determ'ne the order in which the appii- 
cations for homesteads will be considered. 
Its details are given fully in the proclama- 
tion of the President. The drawings will be 
conducted by a committee of three persons 
who will be named by the secretary of the 
interior. Applicants will tndicate in which 
of the two land districts they wish to lo- 
cate. While the drawings for the two dis- 
tricts will be conducted separately, they 
will be carried on at the same place and as 
near as possible at the same time. 

The El Reno land district embraces all of 
the Wichita reservation and al] of Kiowa 
reservation north of the first standard par- 
allel north. The office of this district is at 
EE) Reno. 

The Lawton land district embraces all 
that portion of the Kiowa reservation which 
is south of the first standard parallel 
north. The land office is at Lawton, the 
newly established town site near Fort Sill. 

The two reservations are divided into 
three counties and small portions attached 
to adjacent old counttes of Oklahoma. 

The county seat of Caddo County is Ana- 
darko; Kiowa County, Hobart, and of 
Comanche County, Lawton. Some slight 
changes were made in the boundaries of 
the Kinefisher and Oklahoma City land dis- 
tricts to accommodate them to the estabh- 
ment of the two new land districts. 

A forest reservation, embracing 59,000 
acres of lands in the Wichita mountains in 
the center of the Kiowa reservation is es- 
tablished. 

Deducting the lands allotted the Indians, 
granted. to Oklahoma for school purposes, 
and rese"ved for sgency purposes, there w'll 
be practically 3000 160-acre tracts in the 
Wichita reservation. 

Making like deductions, there will be 
practically 9500 1€0-acre tracts in the Kiowa, 
Comanche and Apache reservation.
